Energizer 
will buy 
Rayovac for 
$2 billion

Investors cheered Town and Country- 
based Energizer’s Holdings Tuesday 
announcement of a $2 billion deal to 
gobble up smaller battery rival Rayo- 
vac, a purchase that would leave just 
Energizer and Duracell as the dominant 
consumer battery brands. 

Energizer’s purchase of Spectrum 
Brands’ global battery and portable 
lighting business, which includes Ray- 
ovac and the Europe-heavy Varta con- 
sumer battery brand, is slated to close 
by the end of the year, pending regu- 
latory approvals. Rayovac is the No. 3 
consumer battery brand in the U.S., 
and Energizer is the second largest. 

The announcement sent Energizer 
stock soaring 14 percent Tuesday, clos- 
ing at $59.11.

Fears of federal

WASHINGTON « A deal between Pres- 
ident Donald Trump and Congress to 
protect young immigrants from de- 
portation remained distant Tuesday, 
as House Republicans leaders turned 
their attention to building support for 
a backup plan: a stopgap funding bill to 
stave off the threat of an election-year 
shutdown. 

The focus on a budget Plan B — an- 
other temporary measure that would 
buy time for more talks — was the latest 
sign of a breakdown in bipartisan deal- 
making in a Congress that has strug- 
gled to find common ground even on 
areas of broad agreement. House Re- 
publicans tried to win over wary con- 
servatives with a promise to repeal un- 
popular Obama-era health law taxes.

Trump will ask 
Supreme Court

WASHINGTON eœ President Donald 
Trump’s administration said Tuesday it 
would ask the Supreme Court to decide 
the fate of so-called “Dreamers,” but 
leave the immigration program in place 
until then — a move that should pro- 
vide more time for Congress and the 
White House to negotiate a permanent 
fix. 

The divisive issue has been at the 
center of talks between Democrats and 
Republicans to avert a government 
shutdown this Friday. 

The Justice Department said it will 
ask the high court to overturn a federal 
judge’s ruling that blocks Trump from 
ending Deferred Action for Childhood 
Arrivals, a President Barack Obama- 
era program that now offers protection 
from deportation for about 700,000 
people who were brought to the U.S.
